a supetior official position; that no official or |
olorioal smperior ahall receive the contribution |
of those in Government employment receiving f
# less salary than himself, and that no officer |
shall make any donation as & gift or present |
to any officinl superior.” This bill is aimed
at one of the standing nnisances of the day,
and we hope it will meet the approval of the
Sonate. Votive offerings to the vanity or
vooality of leading offisials may be very ac-
coptable to the recipients, but they at
onoe Impo#a an onerous tax upon
their underpaid assistants and tend to the
demoralization of the publio service, Evory
intrigner who manages to crawl into a com-
fortable position is beginning to expect o
gold-headed cane, a fine wateh, or a splendid
silver service from his subordinates. Aspi-
rants who are anxious to win favor from their
superiors in office are always ready to start
subsoriplions and to levy black mail from
parties who ocan illy afford to part with the
roquired portion of their scanty incomes.
And, meanwhile, the head of any im-
portant office, burean, or department
not unfrequently fails to insist uwpon a |
strict discharge of duty by his subordinates

through a fear that he would thersby

diminish his chances of obtaining, at the end

of his term, the usual testimonial of respent, |
eto,, done up in silver or gold. It would be

well if the examplé set by Congress were fol-

lowed by Blates, cities, and corporations, for

their eamployes are also frequently victimized |
in the manner which has just been con-

demned, and their interests prejudiced in the |
maode we have deseribed. "The gift enterprise

THE FRENCH CRISIS.

Tux Emperor, more than any man in rance,
has oause to feel indignant at the rash act
committed by his cousin, Prince Pierre Bona-
parte. Just as he was getting his new liboral |
polioy into good working order, and satisfy-
ing all but the irreconcilables with the con-
coasions he has made, the shooting of ared
ropublican by a member of the Imperial
family throws everything into confusion, and
oroates an excitement among the most dan-
gorous classes that promises to precipitate
the very oollision between the Government
and the people that the Emperor has beon so
skilfully endeavoring to avoid. The commo-
lion im Paris continues without abatement,
and the immense concourse of workingmen
who atlended the funeral of Noir shows
that they considered his cause to be
t heirs, and since the funeral Paris hos been
disturbed by these outrages against public
order and imcidental conflicts that presnge o
coming outbreak. The (Government has con-
centrated a force of over one hundred thou-
sand soldiers in Paris for the purpose of
overawing the populace, and it is eviden!
if any hostile demonstration shonld
made by the Republicans that a slanghter
such as has not been seen since the days of
the Reign of Terror will make one mors blot
apon French civilization. By the cable das-
patoh published this morning, a ramor i-
given to the effect that the Government will
withdraw ita demand for the armaignment of
Rochefort by the Corps Legislatif, and will
propose & law providing that all political
orimes and offenders be tried by jury.

THE MAYORS VETO.
Ty Mayor yesterday returned to Common
Council with his veto the bill making appro-
printions for the Fire Department for the
present year, giving & number of excellent
reasons for withholding his nssent to it. The
Mayor admits that thora are great deficiencies
in the present system of extinguishing fires,
and, withont going into the consideration of
the expediency or proprioty of a Paid Dopart-
mont, he contends that by withholding the
accustomed appropriations from certain hose
companies Couneils have not taken the proper
method for remedying the existing ovils, The
Mayor's reasoning on this point is eortainly
based upon substantial facts; and it is ontitled
to the candid consideration of Uouncils. Hos
utates that by the Act of Consolidation the
ity is given fall authority over the Fire De-
partment, and that if the firemen indalge in
riotous and disorderly conduct the city gov-
ernment has ample power to punish them by
suspension from duty or disbandment, and
it is to a mistaken leniency on this point that

the Mayor attributes most of the evils
of the present system, He is also of
the opinion that the present masthod

of alecting the enginecrs
by the firemen, are the city's officors, and
paid by the city—is a sourco of difliculty, and

wha, thongh elscted |

that o change in this matter would pro- |

bably be beneficial to the department; and
he recommends that if the ordinances now in
foree ure not sufficient to enable the imme.

holding of the appropristions is not the propor
way to abolish them. The Mayor says truly
that the withholding an appropriation does
not necessarily loead to the disbandmeat of
the companies omitted, and probably will not
have such an effect, ypt it will have a bad
effect on them if left in tho service, and it
would be far better to pnt them ont of sorvies
directly than to leave them as inferior to other
companies, without the continnance and

| xecognition which the annual appropriation

gave them.

The withholding of the appropriation from
the hose companics was a half-way measurs,
and hke all half-way measures it satisfied
nobody. That there are evils to be cor
rected in the Iire Department every omne
knows, and Councils will merit the thanks of
all classes of our citizens if they will make a
genuine effort to bring about the nesded re-
forms.

BILL TO PREVENT TIHR SALE oF
DANGEROUS OILS IN PHILADEL.
PHiA.
A o has been reported by the Judiciary
Committes of the Benate, providing an im-
proved method for the prevention of the
manufacture and sale of dangerous illuminat-
ing oils in Pliladelphia. It imposes a fine
not exceoding five hundred dollars, and im-
prisonment not exceeding five months, or
both, as woll as liability for damages caused
by explosions, upon all persons, within the
limits of this city, who *‘shall mix for sale
naphtha and illnminating oils, or shall sell or
offor for sala, axcept for purposes of remanu-
facture, illuminating oils made from coal or
petroleum, which shall evaporate a gas under
one hundred degrees Fuhrenheit, or ignite at
& temmperature of less than one hundred and
ten degrees Fahrenheit." Several other sec-
tions provide for the storage of ornde petro-
lenm, for the detection of those who continue
to endanger human life for the purpose of
incrensing uulawful gains, and for the pun-
ishment of frandulent and careless inspectors.

The neceasity of some legislation of the
character described has been made painfully
apparent by the large number of aoccidents
and deaths caused by dangerous oils, and by
the habitual negleot of the mensures neces-
sary to seours safety by the dealers in oils,
which was demonstrated by the investiga-
tions made under the direction of Tar Evex-
va TrLeanarn some months ago. Wo there-
fore trust that the new bill will not meet with
the usual fate of nseful measures in the
Legislature. If it is imperfoct in any of its
details, they can easily be amended; but the
general purposes it contemplates are too im-
portant to be longer meglected, unloss the
legislators are willing to see hundreds of our
citizens maimed or murderod and millions of
dollars' worth of property destroyed by their
inattention to a grave duty.

CADINET MAKING,
HSome patriotic heads of bureaus at Wash-
ington, who are mnxious to serve the
country to the utmost of their ability, have
devised the scheme of elevating their
bureans into independent departments,
whereby they hope to enlarge their spheres
of usefulness by being translated into the
Cabinet, Bome time since, it is understood,
the Benate Commiltee on Indian Affairs
agreed to report a bill constituting the Indian
Buresu a separate department, and this eir-
cumstance appears lo have enconraged greaily
the patriotic and ambitions bureau chiefs in
question.
